PERPETUATION RECORD: 


This monument was set by the USFS as shown on the hand drawn sketch of Section 21 by Ken Anderson, dated 11-23-1982 
(on file in the USFS office), and Is at the midpoint of a line from the pipe at N-13 (Section Corner common to Sections 15, 16, 
21, & 22) and the pipe at P-13 (Quarter Corner common to Section 16 and Section 22). The Warmbier deed description 
found in Instrument #2008001453 commences at “a Section corner monument". This deed description matches the survey 
by Edmund O. Farkas, dated 9/2/1983 (Monroe Co. Auditors Office Survey Drawer). The found monument was accepted as 
the monument called for in the deed. The line to the north of this monument has been posted for several years with USFS 
Property Boundary posts. A 0.4 feet by 0.6 feet cut limestone with a cross on top was found 0.8 feet above grade, 
approximately 9 feet to the northwest, at a fence corner. The origin of this stone is unknown, and it was not accepted. 
The record monument was found undisturbed and maintained by establishing two new bearing trees. One existing 

| limestone monument was established as a reference.
